WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year,  4  chemical  and  4  bacteriological  water  samples 
were  taken  and  the  results  returned  were  considered  satisfactory. 

Information  supplied  by  the  Waterworks  Engineer  shows  that 
26  sam^ples  were  taken,  16  at  the  filters  and  10  tap  samples.  All  were 
found  satisfactory  bacteriologically. 
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With  regard  to  plumbo-solvency,  50  tap  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year  all  with  negative  results.  Calcium  Carbonate  is 
added  before  filtration. 

In  addition  to  the  main  water  supply  of  the  Borough  there  is, 
in  the  Millbrook  district,  a  small  supply  serving  185  houses  derived 
from  a  small  reservoir  fed  by  a  series  of  springs  on  the  adjacent  hillside. 
This  water,  is  chlorinated  and  during  the  year  three  bacteriological 
samples  and  two  chemical  samples  were  taken  the  results  being 
satisfactory  in  each  case. 

The  population  supplied  is  approximately  21,650.  In  all  cases 
water  is  supplied  direct  to  the  houses  ;  there  are  no  stand  pipes. 

5  7  farms  and  cottages  on  the  higher  ground  of  the  outlying  parts 
of  the  Borough  are  supplied  by  spring  water. 

During  the  year  no  aetion  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination. 

INSULIN 

(Section  177,  Public  Health  Act,  1936) 

Three  persons  received  a  free  supply  during  the  year,  the  cost 
being  c£ll  12s  8d. 

CIVIL  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

This  Serviee  was  reconstituted  as  from  the  1st  August,  1946  on 
a  highly  effieient  basis  and  has  rendered  excellent  service  free  to  the 
community. 

The  Service  has  two  ambulances  and  is  operated  by  a  Super¬ 
visor,  three  drivers,  one  driver-attendant  and  three  attendants. 

In  November  an  agreement  was  made  to  cover  the  Tintwistle 
Urban  Distriet. 

Over  the  period  of  fivq  months  the  Ambulance  Service  dealt 
with  524  calls  and  travelled  2,917  miles.

HOME  HELPS 

The  scheme  prepared  and  approved  under  Section  204  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  continued,  as  described  in  the  previous 
report,  in  a  state  of  suspended  animation.

The  work  done  during  the  year  increased  slightly  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 


Mr.  W.  Sayle  Creer  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  reports  as 
follows :  — 

“There  is  little  to  say  about  these  children  other  than  that 
which  has  been  said  in  former  reports.  They  are  healthy  young 
scamps  in  the  main.  The  number  which  are  of  poor  physique 
IS  small,  and  when  a  sick  child  is  seen  it  is  usual  to  find  that  it 
is  recovering  from  a  fever. 

It  is  true  that  more  serious  conditions  are  generally  sent 
straight  to  the  District  Infirmary  at  Ashton,  but  the  number  seen 
there  is  small  enough  for  me  to  say  that  serious  and  mild 
orthopaedic  conditions  are  few  in  Stalybridge.” 

OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC 

12  pre-school  children  attended  and  spectacles  were  issued  to  2 
cases.  In  all,  25  attendances  were  made.

In  spite  of  the  improved  figures  for  this  year,  it  is  felt  that  the 
Ante-natal  Dental  Service  is  capable  of  even  greater  extension. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  parents  of  very  young  children  do 
not  make  more  use  of  the  services  available  for  pre-school  children. 
Earlier  care  of  this  group  would  greatly  reduce  the  treatment  required 
on  reaching  school  age.

Thu  year  saw  a  decided  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles, 
but  Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

Reference  to  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  statistic-^  in  this  Report 
shows  the  position  to  be  still  far  from  satisfactory.  With  almost 
half  the  child  population  unprotected  the  comparative  freedom  from 
Diphtheria  in  1946  must  be  attributed  to  the  low  incidence  of  the 
disease  throughout  the  country. 

Mothers  attending  the  Welfare  Centre  however  are  coming  to 
regard  immunisation  of  children  at  their  first  birthday  as  routine 
practice,  but  otherwise  there  is  widespread  apathy  which  I  am  afraid 
will  only  be  dispelled  by  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria.

DISINFECTION 

During  the  year  43  beds,  88  pillows  and  bolsters,  66  blankets  and 
118  other  articles  have  been  disinfected. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

10  cases  were  notified  and  of  these  3  were  removed  to  hospital. 
PNEUMONIA 


11  notifications  were  received  while  10  deaths  were  certified  as 
being  due  to  this  cause.  The  notification  of  this  disease  under 
ordinary  circumstances  seems  to  serve  no  useful  purpose. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Some  20  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
24  in  the  previous  year.  The  cases  numbered  14  pulmonary  and  6 
non-pulmonary. 

The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  totalled 
1 1  as  against  6  in  the  previous  year  while  Nou'-pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
accounted  for  3  as  against  2  in  1945.

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HOUSING. 


Unfortunately  it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  any  progress  in 
slum  clearance  during  the  year.  Three  houses  were  represented  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation  but  it  will,  no  doubt,  be  a  very  consider- 
able  time  before  any  real  progress  can  be  made  in  slum  clearance. 

In  1943  a  survey  of  the  working  class  property  was  made  and 
the  Department  are  in  a  position  to  schedule  clearance  areas  immedi¬ 
ately  houses  are  available  for  re-housing  the  displaced  tenants. 

The  deterioration  of  the  poorer  types  of  working  class  property 
causes  real  concern  and  considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
keeping  the  houses  habitable. 

Whilst  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  an  up  to  date  over¬ 
crowding  survey,  experience  shows  that  there  are  quite  a  number  of 
overcrowded  families  in  the  town.  In  the  cases  investigated  the 
overcrowding  was  the  result  of  increased  families  or  members  of  the 
family  marrying,  living  with  the  parents  and  starting  a  family  of 
their  own.

Insecticide  with  D.D.T.  is  used  for  disinfestation  and  the  number 
of  premises  treated  by  this  method  during  the  twelve  months  was  15. 

Hydrogen  cyanide  is  used  in  the  case  of  furniture  removals,  one 
van  load  being  dealt  with  during  1946. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  set  of  premises  is  used  for  the  trade  of  tripe  boiling,  two  for 
marine  stores,  and  one  for  rag  and  bone  dealer.  These  premises  are 
periodically  visited  and  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS 

Six  smoke  observations  were  taken  during  the  year.  The  time 
limit  for  dense  smoke — 10  minutes  in  the  hour — was  exceeded  on  one 
occasion  and  a  warning  notice  was  sent  to  the  firm  concerned.
